INACCURACIES IN NEWSPAPERS. 


TT IS • common matter for readers of daily papers 
• to condemn the managers for inaccuracy in thei 
news columns. Little excuse is made for those mis 
takes and little patience shown with the manage 
meat In commenting on certain proceedings in a 
New York court recently, on.- of the great journals 
of that city very aptly says: "Every reputable pa 
per makes it a rule to discharge any employee who 
deliberately imposes upon it with a false statement 
but in spite of all precautions such impositions do 
sometimes occur, and innocent mistakes occur some 
times too. 


"If you hare a dozen witnesses on oath in court 


describing things they personally saw, half of them 
will contradict the rest. If you have half a dozen 
experts testifying to the conclusions of science on a 
matter ki dispute, they will give you diametrically 
opposite conclusions. If you have as many histor 
tans sitting in the calm of university libraries to 
write out at their leisure their accounts of the same 
historical event, no two of them will be likely to 
«gree. 


"Therefore it is not very surprising that when a 


day's history of the world, fired in at Maxin gun 
speed by 500 reporters and correspondents, is put to 
press sizzling hot there will occassionally be found 
in it a statement iu which more leisurely investiga 
tion can find flaws. But it may be said with abso- 
lute confidence that the number of misstatements in 
»ny first class newspaper is as small as the utmost 
vigilance and unremitting care can make it." 


• Tbe same comments will apply with even great- 


er force te less pretentious daily papers published 
in smaller communities. The duties of a reporter 
on a daily, in a town the size of Reno for instance 
•re greater and harder to perform than on any met- 
ropolitan first class journal. On the latter every re- 
porter has his o»n particular department of news 
soliciting, and as it is routine work with him, he 
soon becomes accustomed tc it and is familiar with 
ils details. Under these conditions he is far less 
liable toriistakes than the all around reporter of a 
country paper whose multifarous duties bring him 
in contact with all classes of men, and whose "de- 
partment" embraces a little of everything that is 
parcelled out among perhaps IOD men on a paper 
published in a populous city, As a rule we believe 
there are fewer inaccuracies proportionately in the 
smaller papers than in the mammoth dailies of the 
lafge cities, although the excess ought to be the 
the other way, considering the conditions under 
which the reporters work is done. 


We are furthermore confident that lawyers, doc- 


tors end all professional and business men make 
more mistakes in their particular lines, than do the 
newspaper men in their business of diseminating 
of news. But the former generally escape criticism, 
while -he smallest mistake on the part of the latter 
is magnified to the proportions, almost of a crime.

But it is not remarked that such in- 
formation i» disseminated by any other form of 
great disaster; the condition of the navigable waters 
in the vicinity of Alaska, because of the sinking of 
the Islander; more of Galveston because of the dis- 
aster that came to her several months ago. and so 
of whatever locality that has been affected by 
serious catastrophy, whether of fire, flood, famine, 
cyclone or earthquake. 
The destructiveness of war 


1» a fearful costly way of teaching geography, just 
•s the teaching of it through physical disturbances 
ovet which man has no control. If war is to be to 
anyj extent justified by such an incident to its 
prosecution, to a greater extent are those other 
forms of disaster justified, because it is the folly 
and; wickedness of man, rather than his wisdom, 
taa^ cause war, which can be avoided if he so wills.

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Some Object Lessons 


In 6ood Road Making. 


COMMENT ** 


Experience has shown that noth- 


ing so much teaches the value oi 
good roads as good roads them- 
selves. A smooth, even, hard-sur- 
faced highway tells its own story. 
When a farmer, teamster or trav- 
eler drives over such a road he re- 
alizes at once the difference be- 
tween the good and the bad. The 
gain in the drawing capacity of 
teams, and in the speed and com- 
fort of travel, over a first-class 
highway, is too great not to be at 
once immediately realized and ap- 
preciate'! 


Similarly the art of road making 


is best taught by object lessons. 
One demonstration of the right 
way to go about it is vastly better 
than pages of description. 
The 


National Good Roads Association, 
aided by the Illinois Central Rail- 
road and the Office of Public Road 
Inquiries at Washington, has re- 
cently given this sort of instruc- 
tion in the States of Louisiana, 
Mississippi, Tennessee, Kentucky 
and Illinois. A "good roads train" 
was run, thoroughly equipped 
with tbe best modern machinery 
and apparatus used in road mak- 
ing, and in accordance with prev- 
ious announcements stops were 
made at designated points, where 
a section of road wa& made in tbe 
presence of the assembled specta- 
tors, lu this way over twenty 
miles of earth, gravel and stone 
roads were built. These sections 
of good road remain as encourag- 
ng examples of what all public 
lighways ought to be. 
The 


good roads" train everywhere 
excited much interest and no little 


enthusiasm in regard to road im- 
provement. 
- 
- 


In furtherance of the movement 


for better roads an international 
good roads congress^»will meet at 
Buffalo on September t6th, when 
there will be actual demonstration 
of road building, using such ma- 
terials as earth, oil, gravel, stone, 
tar-macadam, 'vitrified brick, etc. 
This should serve to enlist greater 
public interest in the subject of 
road improvement, and as an edu- 
cator must lead to good results. 


There is no state in which there 


is more need of road betterment 
than California. With the excep- 
tion of a few counties about the 
Bay of San Francisco the public 
highways of this state are in gen- 
eral very poor. While great sums 
of money are annually^spent upon 
the roads, nearly all of it goes for 
merely temporary improvement, so 
that in the long run it may be said 
to be mainly wasted. There is lit- 
tle actual road building, most of 
the work being in the term of 
scraping and smoothing 
earth 


roads. 
A good piece of firs* class 


macadam road is s,uch a rarity out- 
side of municipal limits 4hat tie 
traveler is surprised to find it. 


The law should require at least 


a certain percentage of road 1 mon- 
ey to be expended in permanent 
work in each county. Another 
great need is the constant care of 
the roads. Men should, be hired 
by the year to give daily inspec- 
tion to the roads, and to make im- 
mediate repairs, just as is done on 
the railroads. It is perfectly rid- 
iculous 
that 
chuck-holes and 


broken planks in bridges are left 
untouched for many months in tbe 
year, awaiting the time of the next 
annual burlesque of road work. .

MAKING 
SOLDIERS 
INDIANS. 


OUT OF 


(From the Detroit Free Press). 


An army officer now stationed In 


New York, referring to military life on 
border, tells a good story of how Gen- 
eral Bankhead once set out to make In- 
dians soldiers in the regular army.

about the same, and that was the last 
of General Bankhead's Indian sentinels.
